He lay 
down, smiled and almost immediately 
expired. Chronic diabetes and heart 
trouble caused his death. 

Mr. Kohn was 61 years oM, having 
been horn .lune 22, 18,54. He was the 
son of l.siiac Wolf Kohn and Caroline 
Kohn and was born at their home. 
Preston and Qreen streets. His fath- 
er was bom in Russia. His mother 
was born in (lermany. He attended 
the public schools of Louisville and 
studied bw in the office uf the f;unous 
Isaac Qreen. He was admitted to the 
biirby special act of the Legishture 
while he was n minor and practiced 
in LouisviUe untd his death. During 
his lifMime'Ke4efended 3»9 murder 
cases and not one of his clients was 
ever hanged.

Orchard graaa la a coarae-growlng, 
bunchy graaa that ftuvisbea good 
grazing in early spring and late fall 
weather. It will endure conalderabla 
rough treatment without injury and 
should be kept cloaely graced for the 
best results. No other grass will stand 
more Hlmde. and it ia the one most 
often recommended for woodland pas- 
tures.

Henderson, Ky., Jan. 31.— Hender- 
son county is just completing one of 
the finest and most modern tubercu- 
losis sanatoriums in Kentucky. It 
will cost approximately 1^,000, and 
is the first to bs erected andsr the 
new law. 

It will consist of a central or adm n- 
istration building of brick and two 
wings of frame, the latter for the 
housing of patients. It is located on 

<noll overlooking the Ohio River 
just below the south limits of the 
city. 

But one wing is being completed, 
but as more room is needed the other 

will be a(lil('<i, and the wintrs are cap- 
able of indeiinite extension. The 
building will be steam heated and 
electric wired throughout, with gun- 
ning water in every room. The first 
floor has an elevation of two feet or ' 
more. On this floor and the story 
above are two birge dining rooms, 
one for whites, a smaller dining room, 
for nurses, a throat and dental room, 
sterilizing room, taboratory, ope rat-, 
ing room, toilets and six bedrooms 
for nurses. 

Advani eii c iscs of tuberculosis will 
be quartered on the second Hoor of 
the administrat&n buikling, with all 
other cases housed in the wings. In 
these wings the rooms are so con- 
structed that they can open on the 
entire front side to atmosphere or be 
shot up as an ordinary room. 

In the basement, the floor of which 
opens on a level with the ground, are 
the boiler rooms, coiil bin, storage 
room, laundry and kitchen. The 
rtoors of the basement are of concrete 
with a smooth finish of cement. A 
dumb elevator connects the kitchen 
with the floor alMve.
